THE QUESTION OF DISCOUNT. 

A peculiarity of the booktrade is that 
profits depend not upon the added price at 
which a bookseller can sell his commodities, 
but upon the margin which the publisher’s 
discount allows him between a price of which 
maximum is fixed beyond his control, and 
the wholesale cost to him. Most traders can 
themselves fix a price which gives them an 
adequate profit. But in the booktrade this 
is not true—there is no going beyond the 
maximum. The whole question, therefore, of 
the possibilities of booktrade development 
lies right here in the question of discount. 

It has been found by repeated experience 
that too large a discount is a delusion and a 
snare. The temptation to give a part of it 
away in the hope of increasing business is 
often too great to be resisted. Therefore, 
the point of trade reform has been to make 
a price sufficiently close to the cost of the 
book and the selling of it to attract the pub¬ 
lic, at a discount large enough to enable the 
bookseller to do business profitably, but not 
so large as to induce the cutting of prices. 
Fiction has been unprofitable, in a large 
measure, because the larger discount has re¬ 
sulted in a general depreciation of the actual 
selling price of the book. On the other hand, 
there is general complaint among booksellers 
that the current discounts are not enough to 


give a living profit, and this complaint has 
only too much basis of truth. The question 
of discount raises so many difficulties that it 
cannot be dealt with Gff-hand in an editorial 
discussion like this. It depends upon many 
factors and needs the most careful study. It 
has to be approached from many sides—that 
of the manufacturer and wholesaler on the 
one hand, and that of the retailer on the 
other. It has to be thought of with reference 
to localities in different parts of the country. 
In fact, there are few business problems more 
difficult, and as to which there is more need 
of the most thorough and painstaking exam¬ 
ination. 

There is evident a new rapprochement be¬ 
tween publishers and booksellers, one of the 
first and best results of which should be a 
careful study on the part of publishers with 
reference to booksellers’ possibilities, and on 
the part of booksellers with reference to pub¬ 
lishing possibilities of this question of dis¬ 
count. It would be a good thing for the 
trade if the question can be “thrashed” out 
with all facts well in hand, and with a desire 
on both sides to get the best results. Let us 
hope that every endeavor will be made toward 
this desirable end. 


The uneasiness among the retail trade dur¬ 
ing the past year seems to have made an 
impression on the publishing trade, as is ex¬ 
pressed in the action of several of the more 
important firms who are pricing their coming 
fiction net and allowing a liberal discount to 
the bookseller. This is a hopeful sign if two 
dangers are avoided. In the first place, the 
raise in price must be justified to the public 
in the quantity and quality given; and, in the 
second place, the bookseller must regard the 
amelioration afforded in the slightly larger 
discount as a contribution to his living ex¬ 
penses and an encouragement to larger en¬ 
deavors, and not as a weapon with which to 
commit commercial murder and suicide. 


NEW MATERIALS FOR PAPER STOCK. 

Dr. James House Bute, of Houston, Texas, 
according to the New York Herald , has been 
conducting an experiment on a large scale in 
making paper pulp from sugar cane at the old 
mill of the Newington Paper Company, in 
Newington Centre, near Hartford, Conn. 

Fifty pounds of pulp have been made and 
are being bleached. The fibre is fine and very 
tough. In its first stage the pulp is of dirty 
yellow color, but bleaches out to a pure white. 
The foreman at the mill says the pulp can be 
“beaten” into a very fine state and be used for 
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high grade paper. The process of treatment 
is not divulged, but Dr. Bute is much en¬ 
couraged by his experiment. 

“The recent announcement that the chem¬ 
ists of the Department of Agriculture believe 
they have solved the problem of cheaper paper 
by the utilization of cornstalks/’ says the edi¬ 
tor of The Printing Art Sample Book, “does 
not come as a novel proposition to those who 
are familiar with the innumerable attempts of 
a similar nature in the past. The long list of 
failures to produce on a commercial basis 
paper from substances other than those now 
in use is enough to make one skeptical of the 
latest announcement, and it is perhaps worth 
while to review the history of similar attempts. 

“Joel Munsell, writing on this subject in 
1864, said : “An account of the modes that have 
been pursued by the experimenters who have 
so long and arduously sought after a substi¬ 
tute for rags in the manufacture of paper 
would of itself form an instructive volume.’ 

“As early as 1772 a book was published by 
a German, Ja<^ob Christian Schaffers, contain¬ 
ing upwards of sixty specimens of paper made 
of different materials. A copy is supposed to 
ibe in the Smithsonian Institution, but on a 
-recent’ visit to Washington the writer was 
informed that it has been mislaid. 

“Munsell himself enumerated a list of over 
one hundred substances which have under 
gone a test, among which might be men¬ 
tioned Brazilian grass, corn husks, cotton 
stalks, poplar, Turkish coni stalks, wheat straw, 
southern cane, as being the most likely—but 
to illustrate to what ridiculous extremes ex¬ 
periments have gone the following are men¬ 
tioned: Banana leaves, frog spittle, hornet’s 
nests, lily of the valley, manures, nettles. ‘In 
short, almost everything,’ says Munsell, ‘has > 
undergone a test. Not only have numer¬ 
ous patents been procured for useless modes 
of producing paper from many of the above 
articles, but costly machinery has in some 
cases been erected to assist in bringing them 
into use, after they had been experimented 
upon repeatedly and condemned.’ 

► “.Since this was written great strides have, 
of coarse, been made in the chemistry of 
papermaking, and materials that have been 
formerlv abandoned as useless may be re¬ 
garded ’again with new interest. 

“It is perfectly possible, we grant, to make 
a good-locking’paper from corn stalks, for 
example, and the raw material is both cheap 
and abundant. The same is true of a number 
of other materials, but it remains to prove 
them practical upon a true commercial scale. 

“Onlv the other day a prospectus of the 
'Agricultural Products Pulp and Paper Com¬ 
pany’ came to our notice. It was printed upon 
good-looking papers made both from corn 
stalks and sugar cane. The experiments, upon 
which the hopes of the proposed company are 
based, were performed at the mills of S. D. 
Warren & Co. The paper was run on a 24- 
inch Fourdrinier machine and appears to be 
a perfectly salable product. If the estimate 
of the promoters are correct there is little 
doubt but that corn stalks and sugar cane will 
sooner or later be used on a large scale.” 


A “LINCOLN NIGHT” AT THE BOOK¬ 
SELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

The “Lincoln Dinner” given by The Book¬ 
sellers’ League at the Aldine Association, on 
the evening of February 17, was according to 
all present an event of the season. The hall 
was fittingly decorated with “Old Glory,” and 
portraits of Lincoln, prominent among which 
was a large plaster cast of a head of Lincoln, 
made by one of the speakers of the evening— 
Gutzon-Borglum—which stood at the lower 
end of the centre table. The original of this 
cast is at Washington. 

After all had been seated E. O. Chapman 
proposed the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we, The Booksellers’ League, re¬ 
gret that Mr. A. Growoll is not able to be present 
tonight, and that we hope that he may soon recover 
from his illness and be with us again. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted 
and the secretary instructed to send Mr. 
Growoll a copy of the resolution. 

Charles L. Bowman, the president of the 
League, reminded the company that he was 
a Southerner and had been brought up with 
southern sentiments, but that he, like so many 
other Southerners, had learned to know Lin¬ 
coln as he actually was and not as he was 
represented by prejudiced partisans. He then 
introduced Harry W. Knight, the publisher 
and lecturer, who gave an intimate and real¬ 
istic address on “A Boy’s Recollection of 
Abraham Lincoln.” It was Mr. Knight’s com¬ 
pany, of which he was corporal, that was the 
first to arrive at the scene after Lincoln’s 
assassination. 

After the applause had subsided all arose 
and sang “The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Gutzon-Borglum, the sculptor, then spoke 
on “Portraits of Lincoln,” expressing the 
opinion that Lincoln had been grossly mis¬ 
represented in portraiture. He said that out 
of the twenty to thirty portraits only five or 
six are very good, and that most of the pic¬ 
tures and descriptions are largely caricatures. 
He then read a paper he had prepared from 
notes made while studying Lincoln, his per¬ 
sonality and physique. Contrary to the pop¬ 
ular belief, Mr. Borglum does not admit that 
there was a grotesque or even an awkward 
line in Lincoln’s physique. 

Mr. Bowman, after reading an original 
poem by Lincoln, entitled “Memory,” ex¬ 
pressed his regret that Hamlin Garland, who 
had been scheduled to speak, was unable to 
attend, but that the Rev. Dr. S. H. Bishop 
would take his place. When Dr. Bishop had 
finished, all arose and sang “America.” 

Each guest was presented with a Lincoln 
Medal, taken from the “Lincoln Tribute 
Book,” through the courtesy of G. P. Put¬ 
nam’s Sons; a copy of “The Wisdom of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln,” presented by the A. Wessels 
Co.; Lincoln’s “Gettysburg Address,” with 
portrait, printed on Japan paper, presented by 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, and a leaflet containing 
Lincoln’s letter to Mrs. Bixby, in facsimile, 
and his Gettysburg speech, presented by R. E. 
Sherwood. 
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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE METH¬ 
ODIST BOOK CONCERN. 

At the annual meeting of the Methodist 
Book Concern, held in New York City on 
February 10, Dr. Homer Eaton, the senior 
agent of the New York concern, pointed out 
that they had been obliged to pay $15,000 
more during the year for the white paper 
used in their various publications because of 
the advance made by the papermakers. 

Delegates at the meeting said that some of 
the Methodist publications were being sold 
too cheaply, and advocated raising the sub¬ 
scription rates. No action was taken, how¬ 
ever, the whole subject having been left with 
the publishing agents. 

Dr. Eaton, who on the opening day of the 
annual meeting completed the anniversary of 
his twentieth year in the management of the 
. New York concern, reported that the net 
profits for the year are $154,821. H. C. Jen¬ 
nings, agent of the Western concern, reported 
net profits for the year of $100,083. 

With a capital of $4,000,000 the Methodist 
Book Concern has a surplus of $723,183, and 
contributed last year $160,000 to the support 
of retired preachers. The same amount, 
$160,000, was declared as the dividend for 
the current year. 

One of the pleasant features of the meeting 
was the presentation to Dr. Eaton by the five 
department chiefs of the New York house 
with a beautiful loving-cup of silver on an 
ebony pedestal. It was engraved with his 
monogram, the dates 1889-1909, and the fol¬ 
lowing inscription: “Presented to Homer 
Eaton on the twentieth anniversary of his 
election as Publishing Agent of the Metho¬ 
dist Book Concern, N. Y., February 15, 1909, 
by the Department Representatives as a grate¬ 
ful acknowledgment of his uniform courtesy 
and kindness.” 

Dr. Mains made the presentation speech, 
and Dr. Eaton, who was deeply moved, re¬ 
sponded with an expression of gratitude to 
his associates for their loyalty to the house.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

George; John Seabury, manufacturing 
chemist and president of the firm of Seabury 
& Johnson, who has been for many years an 
authority on chemistry and author of several 
books, died on Saturday, February 13, in New 
York City, aged sixty-five years. Mr. Sea¬ 
bury was a delegate to the convention which 
nominated Mr. Taft. 

Marquis Marie Charles Costa de Beaure¬ 
gard, member of the French Academy and a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, died in 
Paris on Monday, February 15. He was 
born in 1835. He served in the Franco- 
Prussian war and earned great honors on the 
field- Among his writings were “Un Homme 
d’ Autrefois,” (“A Man of Other Days;”) 
and “Un Roman d’un Royaliste Sous la 
Revolution,” (“The Romance of a Royalist 
during the Revolution.”) 

Catulle Abraham Mendes, the well- 
known poet, novelist and dramatic author 
and critic, met a tragic death on Sunday, 
February 8, in the railway tunnel at Saint 
Germain. It is thought M. Mendes opened 
the door of his compartment just before the 
train was clear of the tunnel, that he slipped 
between the tunnel wall and the steps of the 
train, and that the wheels passed over his 
body. M. Mendes was born at Bordeaux in 
1841. He was buried with military and civic 
honors, but without religious ceremonies. A 
movement has been started to erect a monu¬ 
ment to his memory. The novels and stories 
of M. Mendes have been favorably compared 
with the work of Hugo, Maupassant and 
“Gyp.” 

William Mathews, educator and author, 
died on February 14 at his home in Boston, 
Mass., in his ninety-first year. Mr. Mathews 
was bom in Waterville, Me., July 28, 1818. 
After graduating from Waterville College, 
now Colby University, he studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1838, practicing at 
Waterville until 1841. He then started a weekly 
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newspaper, which in 1856 was united with The 
Portfolio of Boston. In 1856 Mr. Mathews 
removed to Chicago, where from 1862 to 1875 
he was a member of the faculty of the Chi¬ 
cago University. In 1875 he removed to Bos¬ 
ton and devoted himself to writing. Among 
his best-known works are “Getting On in 
the World,” “The Great Conversers,” 
“Words, their Use and Abuse,” “Hours With 
Men and Books,” “Monday Chats,” “Oratory 
and Orators,” “Literary Style,” “Men, Places 
and Things,” “Wit and Humor/* and “Nugse 
Litterarise.” 

Russell Sturgis, architect, art critic and 
writer on architectural subjects, died at his 
home in New York City, on February 11. 
Mr. Sturgis was born on October 16, 1836, in 
Baltimore County, Md. He was graduated 
from the College of the City of New York in 
1856, and later was made professor of archi¬ 
tecture in that institution. For seventeen 
years Mr. Sturgis practiced in New York 
City; then, in 1880, he wenL to Europe to 
reside on account of failing health. Six years 
later he became active in the management of 
art societies in New York and began to write 
and lecture on art subjects. He contributed 
to the magazines and had charge of the. de¬ 
partment of decorative art for the “Century 
Dictionary” and of art in general for “Web¬ 
ster’s International Dictionary” and “Apple¬ 
ton’s Cyclopaedia.” His chief works are “Eu¬ 
ropean Architecture,” “Plow to Judge Archi¬ 
tecture,” “The Appreciation of Sculpture,” 
“The Appreciation of Pictures,” “Annotated 
Bibliography of Fine Art,” “Manual of Jarves 
Collection of Early Italian Pictures,” “The 
Interdependence of ths Art’s of Design,” and 
“A Study of the Artist’s Way of Working in 
the Various Plandicrafts and Arts of De¬ 
sign.” At the time of his death one volume 
of his “History of Architecture” had been 
issued, another was in the proofs and the 
third in manuscript. He also made a revision 
of Liibke’s “History of Art.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mrs. Reginald de Koven, 42 East Sixty- 
sixth Street, New York City, is preparing a 
“life” of John Paul Jones, and would be 
obliged for copies of any letters written by 
him. 

Mme. Novikoff’s reminiscences will pro¬ 
vide one of the most entertaining works of 
the spring. It is to contain letters from the 
pens of Gladstone, Froude, Kinglake and 
other celebrities. 

Ernst PIaeckel, the venerable scientist, 
who was seventy-five on February 16, intends 
to resign the professorship of zoology at the 
University of Jena, which he has held for 
forty-six years, and to give all his time to his 
phylogenetic museum, in which he is study¬ 
ing the evolution of species and groups in 
biology. 

Margaret L. Knapp, whose first long novel, 
“But Still a Man,” (Little, Brown & Co.,) 
bears witness to admirable powers of charac¬ 
terization, has more demands for her short 
stories and children's stories than her health 


enables her to meet. One of her children’s 
stories has been translated into German, and 
she has also written a play which has been 
successfully produced, and to quote Miss 
Knapp “resulted in more royalties than much 
better work earned.” 

It is reported by cable from St. Petersburg 
that the Russian government has issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Maxim Gorky, the 
realistic novelist and socialist. It is pre¬ 
sumed the authorities wish to put him in 
prison on charge of inciting sedition among 
the peasantry against the government and the 
higher classes. Gorky has recently been liv- 
ink quietly on the Island of Capri, near 
Naples. It is rumored Russia is taking steps 
to secure his extradition, but as yet the Ital¬ 
ian government has not moved in the matter. 
An intimate friend of Gorky’s, the Polish 
writer, Stanislav Bzhozoffsky, is on trial at 
present in Cracow, Austria, before a Russian 
revolutionary tribunal, on charge of being a 
spy in the service of the Russian police. 

Mrs. Maud Howe Elliott, author of “Sun 
and Shadow in Spain,” writes to her pub¬ 
lishers, Little, Brown & Company, from Rome, 
where she is spending the winter, that she is 
a member of the American Relief Committee 
in that city for the help of the sufferers in 
Sicily, and that Mr. Elliott went down to the 
island on the ship “Bayern,” sent by that 
same committee, where he did good service 
and obtained some splendid photographs. On 
his return to Rome, Mr. Elliott was visited by 
the King and -Queen of Italy, who went to 
his studio to view his painting of “The Diana 
of the Tides,” which is to be sent to the Na¬ 
tional Museum in Washington, and to ex¬ 
amine the photographs. Mrs. Elliott writes 
that these scenes, though terrible, were won¬ 
derful and awe-inspiring, and that she had 
heard of countless thrilling experiences which 
she would write about later. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

Connecticut has four newspapers more 
Ilian 100 years old: The Hartford Courant, 
founded in 1764; The Journal Courier, in 
[766; The Bridgeport Farmer, in 1790, and 
The Norwich Bulletin, in 1796. 

The Trenton, N. J., newspapers on Mon¬ 
day, February 15, -increased their price from 
one to two cents, the publishers finding it 
impracticable to continue one cent newspapers 
in face of the great increase in cost of pro¬ 
duction, especially in the increased price of 
white paper. The Sunday Advertiser will be 
increased from three to five cents beginning 
Sunday, February 21. 

The Grafton Press Magazine for Decem¬ 
ber contains, among other contributions, the 
splendid address on “Commodore John Barry, 
the Father of the American Navy,” by John 
G. Coyle, M.D., which gave such pleasure to 
the members of the Booksellers’ League when 
delivered by the doctor at its dinner in No¬ 
vember. 1908. The address is well worth 
preserving in this form. Single copies of the 
magazine are 50 cents. 
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The Century for March is to be a “White 
House” number. Among the contents will be 
“Our Presidents Out of Doors,” by Calvin 
Dill Wilson; “Rutherford B. Hayes in the 
White House,” by William H. Crook; and 
three sketches of President-elect Taft: “Taft 
as Administrator,” by James A. Le Roy, de¬ 
scribing his work in the Philippines; an 
anonymous study of “The Personality of the 
New President,” and “Turning Points in Mr. 
Taft’s Career,” in which will be published for 
the first time two letters, in one of which 
Mr. Taft gives his reasons for declining the 
presidency of Yale University, and in the 
other discusses his appointment on the Philip¬ 
pines Commission.

Albert B. Fifield, of the Edward P. Judd 
Company, of New Haven, Conn., and secre¬ 
tary of the American Booksellers’ Associa¬ 
tion, will be in Washington, D. C, March 
3 and 4 to attend the inauguration as President 
of his classmate [Yale, ’78] William H. Taft. 

Gardner C. Teall, 12 East Twenty-ninth 
Street, New York City, has been appointed 
American editor of La Bibliofilia, published 
in Florence, Italy, by Signore Leo S. Olschki, 
the famous Italian bibliophile, who was re¬ 
cently knighted by the King of Italy. Mr. 
Teall is a well-known writer on literary and 
art subjects, and is an enthusiastic collector 
of works on the Italian Renaissance. 

It is worthy of note that Miss Lind-af- 
Hageby, the noted English anti-vivisectionist, 
who has come to this country to lecture in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, is the 
original of the Mrs. Home in G. Colmore’s 
startling arraignment of vivisection, the 
novel, “Priests of Progress,” recently pub¬ 
lished by B. W. Dodge & Co. Miss Lind-af- 
Plageby has created much stir in medical cir¬ 
cles by her still unaccepted challenge to open 
debate with any champion of vivisection.

Emile Levasseur, Member of the Institut, in 
making the announcement said that M. Le 
Soudier fully deserved the honor conferred 
upon him, not only on account of the great 
labor which he had bestowed on the work, but 
also by reason of its novelty and utility. 

The oldest publisher, bookseller and sta¬ 
tioner still in harness in New York City is 
H. N. Skinner, who, at the age of eighty- 
eight, is as regularly at his desk every day at 
281 Greenwich Street as any of his clerks. 
Mr. Skinner was bom at East Hartford, 
Conn., in July, 1820, and came to New York 
City in 1848. When Mr. Skinner established 


himself in business in New York City Co¬ 
lumbia College was located at Park Place and 
Church Street, and other educational institu¬ 
tions were in the neighborhood. Plence he 
did a brisk business in text-books as well as 
stationery. In 1848 Mr. Skinner also began 
the publication of the “Farmer’s Almanac,” 
which still makes its appearance regularly. 
When Columbia College, Columbia Grammar 
School and the other collegiate establish¬ 
ments moved up town Mr. Skinner devoted 
himself to commercial stationery, and his 
trade is chiefly with west side commission 
houses and wholesale grocers, etc. His sons, 
George H. and Norman H., are associated 
with him.

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J. B. Lippincott Company will bring out 
on March 1 a new issue of the Pennells’ “Life 
of Whistler,” with a new preface as well as 
a few corrections suggested by sympathetic 
readers. They have just brought out a new 
and enlarged edition—the fifth—of “A Hand¬ 
book of Oil Analysis,” by A. H. Gill, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. It is 
entirely revised, enlarged and printed from 
new plates. 

C. M. Clark Publishing Co. have just 
ready “The Masquerading of Margaret,” by 
Cora Gottschalk Welty, who introduces her 
readers to a sect known as the Amish, a sect 
akin to the 'Quakers in their simple, peaceful 
lives. This sect, coming from their homes in 
beautiful Switzerland, settled in the West, in¬ 
troducing there the quaint customs and the 
severe garb of their sect. The heroine had 
been a petted society beauty. Under the 
Amish garb her charming love story came to 
her, and in consequence she resumed her 
place in worldly society. 

Little, Brown & Co. promise a new novel 
by Sidney McCall, author of “Truth Dexter,” 
“The Dragon Painter,” etc., during the sea¬ 
son. It deals with life in the southern cot¬ 
ton mills—a subject with which the author 
is most familiar. A new edition of Selma 
Lagerlof’s “The Miracles of Antichrist,” 
which treats of Sicily and Sicilian life with 
rare insight, will be brought out during the 
present month. Its vivid pictures of the por¬ 
tion of that unhappy land so recently de¬ 
stroyed by earthquake and fire will always re¬ 
main models of masterly description. 

Richard G. Badger, Boston, will publish on 
March 15 a volume entitled “Recollections of 
Seventy Years,” by Frank B. Sanborn, of 
Concord, Mass. As the editor of the Spring- 
Held Republican , The Boston Commonwealth , 
and The Journal of Social Science; as the 
last of the founders of the famous Concord 
School of Philosophy, and as the friend, often 
the literary executor, of such men as Emer¬ 
son, Thoreau, Alcott and John Brown, Mr. 
Sanborn occupies a unique position and gives 
in the reminiscences—probably the crowning 
achievement of a remarkable career—a wealth 
of hitherto unknown material. The work is 
divided into two volumes, one devoted to his 
political and the other to his literary life. 

Dodd, Mead & Company will publish early 
in March “Culture by Self-Help: in a Liter¬ 
ary, an Academic, or, an Oratorical Career,” 
by Robert Waters, author of “Culture by 
Conversation;” and “John Selden and His 
Table Talk.” The author points out how to 
choose a profession, the power of expression, 
how intellectual power is acquired, the secret 
of literary success, how great things are done, 
etc. A little later the house promises “Stud¬ 
ies in Several Literatures,” by Harry Thurs¬ 
ton Peck, twelve essays dealing with “The 
Odyssey” and concluding with “Journalism.” 
Among the authors considered are Juvenal, 
the Greek and Roman novelists. Milton. Ten¬ 


nyson, Longfellow, Emerson, Poe, Zola and 
Daudet. 

John Lane Company have nearly ready 
“The Lost Cabin Mine,” an adventure story 
by Frederick Niven. The author was born 
of Scotch parentage in Valparaiso, Chili, 
thirty years ago. The family returned to 
Scotland when he was seven years old, and 
later while still in his teens Mr. Niven was 
smitten with the wander fever and headed 
for the West, where for several years he 
worked in lumber camps here and there in 
the Rockies, striking off by himself after¬ 
wards into the mountains with frying pan, 
flour and blankets, and learning the ways of 
several Indian tribes, such as the Silvastes 
and others. Since his return to England he 
has devoted himself to journalism and au¬ 
thorship. 

Oliver Ditson Company have just brought 
out in their excellent Musicians' Library tw.o 
volumes of Grieg’s works. The one entitled 
“Larger Piano Compositions” contains six of 
the more important works for pinanoforte— 
the Humoresques, the sonata, opus 7, 
Sketches of Norwegian Life, the Ballade in 
G. minor, the antique suite “From Holberg 
Times,” and the well-known concerto with the 
orchestral part arranged so that it can be 
played on two pianos. The editor of this 
volume is Bertha Feiring Tapper, who has 
supplied a brief biographical sketch, a list of 
Grieg’s works and a bibliography. The other 
volume contains Grieg’s best fifty songs and 
has an elaborate introduction by Henry T. 
Finck, who is so fortunate as to be able to 
quote Grieg’s approval of this selection. 

The Oxford University Press is about to 
publish “Post-Augustan Poetry from Seneca 
to Juvenal,” in which the author. H. E. 
Butler, maintains that as a whole the poets 
of this period have suffered greater neglect 
than they deserve. Chapters are devoted to, 
among others, Persius, Lucan, Petronius, 
Valerius, Flaccus, Statius, Martial and Juve¬ 
nal. Sir C. P. Lucas has completed a “His¬ 
tory of Canada, 1763-1812,” which will be 
published immediately. The volume ranges 
with the author’s study of the Canadian War 
of 1812, issued three years ago. They house 
will publish next week “Kant’s Theory of 
Knowledge,” by H. A. Prichard. The author 
has attempted to think out the nature and ten- 
ability of Kant’s “Transcendental Idealism,” 
being convinced that even the elucidation of 
Kant’s meaning, apart from any criticism, is 
impossible without a discussion on their own 
merits of the main issues which he raises. 

Baker & Taylor Co. will issue shortly 
“The Reorganization of Our Colleges,” by 
Clarence F. Birdseye, author of “The Indi¬ 
vidual Training in Our Colleges,” whose 
long training as a lawyer enables him to 
weigh with judgment and point out tersely 
the administrative needs of our universities. 
Mr. Birdseye is making a name for himself 
in his showing of how our educational insti¬ 
tutions have developed from little schools 
based upon the home to great public institu- 
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tions without a corresponding development 
in the administrative system, and he also 
offers remedies for this defect which will re¬ 
receive consideration. This house has just 
sold to a Canadian house editions of “Banzai,” 
by “Parabellum, ,, and of “The Explorer,” by 
W. Somerset Maugham. “Banzai” has also 
been disposed of in England and is in treaty 
for Australia. The house has also found it 
necessary to reprint three books already 
twenty years old: Sheldon’s “The Salt-Box 
House,” Checkley’s “Natural Method of 
Physical Training,” and Cogswell’s “The 
Regicides.” 

PIoughton Mifflin Company in laying out 
their spring campaign have made arrange¬ 
ments to put all their new fiction on the net 
basis, with a fair discount to the bookseller. 
In entering upon this experiment the firm 
has priced each book according to its size and 
importance, as for example: Alice Brown’s 
book, which is illustrated with a frontispiece 
by Alice Barbour Stephens, a large novel like 
“Lewis Rand,” with be $1.35 net; “Dragon’s 
Blood,” by Henry M. Rideout, a sprightly 
story of adventure in China, a twelvemo, with 
four illustrations in color by Brett, is $1.20 
net; “Gambolling with Galatea,” by Curtis 
Dunham, an amusing, ridiculous, farcical bit 
of romance, with six illustration in color by 
Oliver Herford, a small-sized book, but ex¬ 
pensive in manufacture, is $1.15 net; 
“Through Welsh Door-Ways,” by Jeannette 
Marks, a narrow twelvemo, containing four 
illustrations in tint by Anna Whelan Betts, 
which would ordinarily sell for $1.25, is $1.10 
net; and “On the Road to Arden,” by Mar¬ 
garet Morse, which is in the same category, 
a slight but clever love story, with five illus¬ 
trations, is $1 net. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will soon have ready 
Stanton Davis Kirkhanvs “Mexican Trails,” 
in which the author gives an account of his 
personal experiences .among the Indians and 
Mexicans. A realistic novel soon to appear 
is “Human Fate,” or Menschenzcee , a dra¬ 
matic picture of life mostly among the toilers, 
by “‘Querido,” a native of Amsterdam of a 
titled Portuguese family long settled in that 
city. A third edition of “The Florentine 
Painters of the Renaissance,” by Bernhard 
Berenson, is forthcoming, and the sixth series 
of Shelburne Essays, by Paul Elmer More, 
will be ready March 15. The object of 
James Allen’s “As a Man Thinketh” is to 
show that mind has control of both character 
and circumstance. The fourth volume of 
Gabriel Planotaux’s “Contemporary France” 
completes a work which throws much light on 
the diplomacy of the great powers of Europe 
during the last thirty years. France of a 
century ago is alive in the pages of “Recollec¬ 
tions of Baron de Frenilly,” which is now 
published. The baron was an aristocrat, 
strongly opposed to the Revolution, and gay¬ 
est of the gay when society was once more 
assembled in Paris, in 1796. Leslie Stephen’s 
“The Playground of Europe” shows his rare 
qualities in a happy combination. “The Fed¬ 
eral Civil Service as a Career,” by El Bie 
Kean Foltz, is designed as a handbook for 


the applicant for federal positions, the office 
holder, the economist, and the busy citizen. 
It is the first practical book on the actual 
workings of the governmental machinery, and 
is written from a knowledge of facts gath¬ 
ered at first hand by an office holder in the 
U. S. Treasury Department of Washington. 
A fourth revised edition of “A History of 
Modern Banks of Issue,” by Charles A. 
Conant, contains an account of the economic 
crisis of 1907. March 15 will bring a new 
work by Lyman P. Powell, author of “Chris¬ 
tian Science: the Faith and Its Founder,” - 
“The Art of Natural Sleep,” etc. The present 
volume is entitled “The Emmanuel Move¬ 
ment in a New England Town,” and its ac¬ 
count of experiments and reflections designed 
to determine the proper relationship between 
the minister and the doctor in the light of 
modern needs will be of interest alike to the 
general public and the clergy.
